mortgages. When both breaches were at 
length fully repaired, Mr H.’s eftate was 
as elitire as before the breaking in of the 
river, evclufive of the devastation which 
the overtiowing had made: but the gene- 
rous Mr B. found himlelf burdened with 
2 mortgage of more than one third of his 
whole revenue.

Wecannot conceive that God fhould 
point out to us the end we ourht to ain 
at, without opening to us the way to ar- 
rive at that end. But tuppoting our un- 
ceritanding to be fo far illuminated, 
to know it to be our duty to pleate God, 
Who, vet, hath left us under an iNcapa- 
city of doing it, will ths mitionary there- 
fore conclude that we fhall be eternally 
damned? will he take upon hin to pro- 
neunce damnation ageintt us for not do- 
ing thofe things which he himfelf acknow- 
ledges were impoilible by us to be done ? 
It is our opinion, that every man is 
jet'ed with furheient knowledpe for his 
own falvation. The Almighty, for any 
thing we know, wav have communicated 
himielf to ditferent races of p 
ciferent manner.

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which we are entirely ignorant of. But 
thefe written commands can only be de. 

ned for thofe who have the writing : 
he cannot potlibly regard us. Had the 

Almighty thought fo much knowledge ne- 
ceflar v to our falv ation, his goodnets wou!'d 
not fo long have deferred “the communis 
citing itto us. And to fav, that, ina 
matter fo neceflary, he could not, at the 
fame time, equally reveal himlelf to all 
mankind, is nothing lefS than an abfolute 
denial of is omnipotence. Without 
doubt he can make his will wianifeit with- 
out the help of any book, or the atliitance 
of any bookif{h man whatfoever. 

We thall, inthe next place, confider the 
arguments Which arife from a contidera- 
tion of Providence. If we be the work 
of God, (which I prefume will not be de- 
see), it follows from thence, that we are 
under the care and protection of God: 

for it cannot be fuppoted that the Deity 

fhould abandon his own creatures, and be 
wterly regardleis of their weltare. Then 
to iay that the Almighty hath permitted us 
to remain in a fatal error through fo ma- 
iy ages, is to reprefent him as a tyrant. 
How is it confiftent with his juttice, to 
force life Uy pon a tet of mortals Without 
their confent, and then to damn them 
eternally, without ever opening to thema 
door of falvation? Our concepiions of 
the gracious God are more noble : and we 
think that thofe that teach otherwile, do 


little lefs than blafpheme. Again, it is 
t} roug hh the care and goodnets oi the Al- 
Mighty, that, from "the beginning of 


time, through many generations to this 
dey, our name has been prelerved unblot- 


ted out by enemies, unreduced to nothing. 
By 1 he fume care we now enjoy our lives, 


and are furnifthed with the means 
relerving thofe lives. But all thele 
thi ings are trifles compared w ith our fal- 
Vation. Therefore, fince God hath been 
fo careful of us in matters of little confe- 
quence, it would be abfurd to attirm, that 
ue has neglected us in cafes of the greatett 
Mportance. Adinit that he hath forfa- 
‘eNUs, vet it would not have been with- 
Out a jut caufe. Let us fuppote that a 
l€iMous crime was commit ted by one of 
eur ancettors, like to that which we are

N that happy age, when tending their 

flocis was the only bufinefs of man- 
kind, and love the only fource of their 
care; When Arcadian plains bloomed with 
an eternal ipring, andthe feathered choirs
